Statement of Objects and Reasons 


The purrose of the Bill is to tighten the provisions 
of the Stamp Act, in order to avoid evasion of stamp 
duty , since it has been noted that some parties try 
to evade stamp duty by underestimating the value 
of the property in deeds of conveyance , exchange 
or gift. 

Financial Memorandum 


No financial committment is involved in this Bill 
as the Collector and Land Registration Officers with 
the staff under their control will execute the provi 
sions of this Bill and there will be no extra expen 
diture in its enforcement .
